DINGLEY BILL. 
Opinions Divided as to 
Passage. 


Would Be Vetoed if-Grover Got 
a Chance at It. 


Otherwise it Should Be Pushed 
Next Session. 


If Made a Law This Year it Would 
Cut Off an Influx of Cheap For- 


eign Goods—Maj. McKinley Has 
Hundreds of Callers. 


(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—In view 
| of the recent statements of some of 

the silver Senators that they would not 
oppose the Dingiey tariff bill, and the 
opinion of Senator Morgan that the 
Democrats would probably permit leg- 
islation without obstruction upon their 
part, the prospects for the bill are 
deemed fair if Republicans decide to 
pass it. Upon the latter contingency 
there is a division of opinion among 
Republicans. 

Senator Sherman of Ohio takes. the 
ground that the passage of ‘the Dingley 
bill at the coming session would obvi- 
ate the. necessity of an extra session 
of Congress, as it would furnish all 
the revenue needed for the present, 
and would be sufficient for ail pur- 
poses until Congress shall meet in 
regular session and prepare a revision 
of the tariff. 

Another reason advanced in support 
of the proposition for the passage of 
the Dimgiey bill at this time is the sug- 
gestion that the custom—houses should 
be locked as soon as possible by an 
increase of tariff rates against the im- 
pending cheap foreign goods, which 
would come in through in anticipation 
of @ certain increase in rates at some 
future day. The fact is recalled in this 
| connection that such a flood of cheap 

goods poured into the country prior to 
the McKinley Bill going into effect 
and the anticipation of increased rates 
carried by that bill. In a single month 
prior to the taking effect of the Mc- 
Kinley Bill importations jumped to 
$78,338,188. This was an increase over the 
preceding month of $15,000,000, and 
of the same month one year previous 


Aeeording to the arguments ad- 
vanced, the ill-effects of such condition

An Enormous Extension of the 
Monroe Doctrine. 


United States Influence Paramount 
in America. 


Salisbury’s Admission an Historic 
Event—The President HasGreater 
Power in the New World Than 
Emperors Had in Europe. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRP.) 

LONDON, Nov. 12.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) St. James Gazette publishes a 
leading article headed “An Historic 
Moment,” in which it says: ‘Lord Salis- 
bury’s great admission of the principle 
that the United States has a right to 
intervene in the frontier disputes of 
American powers and compel the dis- 
putants to arbitrate altogether trans- 
cends in importamce the question of the 
Guiana boundary. It is a formal rec 
ognition of the hegemony of the United 
States on the American continent and 
gives the President a position in the 
new world which the medieval Popes 
and emperors tried vainly to claim in 
Europe.” 

ONE POINT UNSETTLED. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—But one 
point, a matter of detail and not of 
merits, remains open between the 
United States and Great Britain in 
the settlement of the Venezuelau ques- 
ti The cablegrams passing  be- 
tween’ London and Washington give 
ev reason to believe this point 
which ‘has delayed the formal affixing 
of signatures to the arrangement of a 
settlement will be determined within 
a day or two. 

It has been found no easy task to 
take the Lord Chief Justice, Solicitor- 
General or any other eminent British 
judicial functionary from his present 
important duties and charge him with 
other duties which might take months 
or years in execution. For that reason 
it has been considered wise to settle the 
matter at the outset. The point re- 
maining to be settled relates wholly to 
the personnel of the arbitration tri- 
bunal, and in any event it will not af- 
fect the merits of the agreement al- 
ready reached.

The agreement on the King 
as chief arbitrator was made under the 
same circumstances and conditions that 
always attach to the selection of a ruler 
of a nation. Diplomatic usage implies 
that the King should name another 
nominal representative to relieve him- 
self of the more laborious duty of the 
position. There is much amused com- 
ment among those intimately familiar 
with the facts at the efforts in some 
quarters to make nice distinctions as 
to the terms of King Oscar’s service, 
and to the question of the service itself, 
when in fact this branch of the subject 
was removed from the fleld of discus- 
ago.

known, fuller information is obtainable 
as to the form the compact has 
taken. There are two distinct papers 
in the transactiqn. The first and by far 
the mast important is in the nature of 
a solemn agreement between the United 
States and Great Britain on the terms 
on which the boundary question shall 
be settled, and the form of the court of 
arbitration. It is lacking in the tech- 
nical characteristics of a treaty, and in 
form is a final agreement duly signed 
by the representatives of the two gov- 
ernments.

In this way Venezuela retains her at- 
titude as a ¢ontractoing party to the 
final treaty. But as the treaty is 
shaped by agreement, the United States 
is the instrumentality by which the 
full results are accomplished and 
which names two of the judicial arbi- 
trators.

LONDON, Nov. 12.—An official of the

the authority of the American State 
interested.

The representative of the Associated 
Press today sought to interview King 
Oscar on the subject, and was received 


with the greatest courtesy by the high- 


est court officials. His request for an 
expression of opinion on the part of the 
King on the peaceful settiement arrived 
at between the United States and Great 
Britain and as to His Majesty's will- 
ingness to act as the fifth member of 
the court of arbitration was conveyed 
to King Oscar, and His Majesty sent 
the correspondent the following mes- 
sage in reply: 

“The King, not having received an 
official communication regarding the 
arbitration, he is unable at present to 
make a statement on the subject.” 

It was explained that, while His Maj- 
esty has expressed his willingness to 
the S wedish Minister at Washington 
to act as arbitrator as proposed, His 
Majesty must receive a formal request 
to act before he can give his consent; 
but there is no doubt he will agree to 
act. It is further stated that, as in 
previous cases, for instance when King 
Humbert of Italy and the President of 
the Swiss Republic consented to act in 
a similar capacity, the King of Sweden 
and Norway will appoint a personal 
representative, who will attend the 
meetings of the court of arbitration. 

NEW ORDER OF THINGS. 

LONDON, Nov. 12.—The Speaker to- 
day publishes an article by a leading 
publicist, in which the writer, after 
recalling Lord Salisbury’s reply to 
Secretary Olney in regard to Monroe- 
ism, says: 

“An entirely new order of things has 
been established by the Anglo-Ameri- 
can understanding. Mr. Olney’s exten- 
gion of the Monroe doctrine itself, not 
before acknowledged by any European 
power, has now received the sanction 
of Great Britain. But it would be prfit- 
less as well as somewhat painful to 
touch upon this delicate ground. What 
had to be done had to be done, and 
that is the long and short of it. We 
may not like it; but there ought to be 
no difficulty in choosing between the 
absurdity of complaining over the in- 
evitable and the dignity of smiling ac- 
quiescence.

He is 
suffering from a complication of 
Bright’s disease and dropsy an partial 
paralyeis of the lower limbs. For five 
weeks he has not been able to leave 
his room and his friends have given up 
expectations for his recovery. 

“McCullagh’s illness really dates back 
three years,’’ said D. M. Houser, presi- 
dent of the Globe-Democrat Company, 
“and was brought on by overwork at 
his desk and lack of physi@y exrecise. 
He was first stricken with the grip, 
and then lost the use of his limbs for a 
time. He has not been really well since, 
and each winter brought a return of 
the grip, which grew into the compli- 
cation mentioned.”

SEATTLE, Nov. 12.—What looks like 
the greatest land swindle ever perpe- 
trated in Washington came to light 
today. Fifteen men, five of them with 
their families, have come to Seatitle 
from Bremond, Tex., to take up home- 
steads with Mr. Makowski, manager of 
the so-called ‘Washington Farming 
Land Company,” who waited them hcre. 
These people have found thalt the land 
company is a fraud, and Makowski 
has vanished. He secured $600 from his 
party and from their friends, who are 
yet expecting to come to live on the 
homesteads “reserved” for them. The 
families now here sold all their pos- 
sessions .in Texas to get money to pay 
their expenses in reaching Seattle, 
about $1000 being paid out in railroad 
fares. Four'of them started back for 
Texas and another lot will leave to- 
morrow. | 

Makowski would put an ad in a 
Polish paper that circulated in Texas. 
The office of the company is given as 
No. 227 Poplar street, Seattle. There is 
10 such company here. The advertise- 
ment said the company had a large 
tract of land and that if any person 
desired to take up a homestead the 
company -would locate him for $10, to 
be paid in advance. In a letter to an 
intending emigrant Makowski paints a 
beautiful picture of the home that 
could be secured for the $10 and about 
‘$150 more ‘to build a house and get 
your farm in condition.’”’. He. told him 
work at good wages could be had any 
time and advised that the recipient of 
the letter tell all his friends and get 
them to come.

FOOD INSPECTION STATIONS. 


For Once in Her Life San Francisco 
is Original. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 12.—San 
Francisco has something among the 
cities which makes her distinctive. She 
has four food-inspection stations, 
planned after the fashion of a custom- 
house or the taxing stations of the old 
walléd*towns of continental Europe— 
clearing-houses through which the milk 
and meat and vegetables of the city 
must come. 

There are four of these stations, one 
at the ferries, one at Fourth and Berry 
streets, one at Central avenue and 
Geary streets, and the fourth at Ala- 
bama and Army streets, which ‘were 
formally opened last night. The credit 
for the original idea belongs to J. B. 
Reinstein, attorney for the Board of 
Health, and the carrying out of these 
plans—the crystallization into practical 
details—has been done by Milk Inspec- 
tor Dockery, who kriows how these 
things should be done to be convenient. 

‘There was no formal dedication last 
night. Only the big shed at Afmy and 
Alabama streets blazed with electricity 
against its whitewashed interior. Gov. 
Budd dropped in informally, driven in 
a four-in-hand, and swaddled with 
rugs, and the invited guests of the 
Board of Health sat down with the 
board to a substantial banquet. 

All the gentlemen waited last night 
to see the first wagons come into the 
depot. Lactometers lay ready to hand, 
and at midnight the big doors rumbled 
back on the first wagon clattered in for 
inspection. After that there was a 
steady stream until almost daylight, 
and Reinstein’s clever scheme had re- 
ceived its first practical exemplification. 

The plan costs the city just $10,000, 
and is not intended to apply to the 
markets, but the consumer who-buys 
directly from the producer will know 
that everything he eats bears the City 
Hall’s mark. The wagons began to ar-

George Knox testified that he met 
the defendant when he went to work 
for Peter Lunch. Roe wore then a ring 
‘and watch chain similar to the one the 
murderer had on. The defendant also 
had a number of bottles of drugs and 
two pistols. The witness identified one 
pistol offered in evidence. 

Herman Meyer, a railroad track- 
walker, testified to finding the pistol 
offered in evidence in the court. 

Fred Stemmle, a Solano county con- 
stable, testified to seeing Roe and Carl 
Schmidt at Vallejo Junction on Feb- 
ruary 8 1891, and that Schmidt sold 
him a watch for $4. The witness posi- 
tively identified Schmidt. 

The most impocrtant testimony was 
that given by Jake Schorer, a fellow 
laborer with Roe at the Lynch ranch, 
who testified that he saw Roe at the 
German house in Napa on the night 
preceding the murder, and Peter Witt, 
the proprietor of the German ‘house, 
who corroborated Schorer’s testimony. 
Other witnesses knew only of minor 
points. The District Attorney then 
asked for a recess, as he wished to pre- 
pare a new line of evidence. It is gen- 
erally supposed to be Roe’s confessions. 
An adjournment was taken for the day.

‘WHITES AND BLACKS JoIN IN A 


MORTAL COMBAT, . 


The Former Attempt to Massacre 

the Negroes for Refusing to Quit 

Work in the Mills Southwest of 
Eldorado, Ark. 3

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
ELDORADO (Ark.,) Novj 12—The 
white and colored laborers employed at 
the. Hawthorne mills,. twelve miles 
southwest of here, have been waging 
a race war since last Monday. The 
whites, who are largely outnymbered 
by the negroes, declaied that the col- 
ored men stvould not be permitted to 
work ‘n the mills, and warned them to 
leave. The negroes did not go, and a 
number of white men whipped a negro. 
That night a car and several tents in 
which the negroes were sleeving were 
surrounded by armed white men and 
over 100 shots were fired into the ear 
and ‘tents. How man negroes wereliurt 
cannot be astertained, but it is known 
that a woman was fatally wounded. 
Yesterday there was further rioting, 
the nature of whichiias not been ascer- 
tained, but the Sheriff has gone there 
with a posse of deputies to restore or- 
der. The mills are idle today, neither 
whites nor blacks being at work. 


NEW POLITICAL PARTY. 


Hinted at in the Deliberations of the 
Laborites. 


ROCHESTER (N. Y..) Nov. 12.—The 
General Assembly of the Knights of 
Labor today passed a resolution declar- 
ing for the enactment of a graduated 
income-tax law. Failing to procure 
this at the hands of the next Congress, 
it is declared to be the intention of the 
Knights of Labor to use all their influ- 
ence to have the demand for such a 
tax incorporated into the platform of 
one of the great political parties, and, 
if they fail in that, there will in all 
probability be an effor: made to set up 
a new political party. 

Resolutions have been offered in fa- 
vor of the initiative and referendum, 
opposing the issue of national-bank 
notes and declaring that all money 
should be issued exclusively by the na- 
tional government. 

Present General Master Workman 
James R. Sovereign and T. B. McGuire, 
member of the Executive Board, are 
leading candidates for the office of 
Grand Master Workman. 

An attempt was made to fix a time 
for election of officers, but no action 
was taken and the election will not 
probably take place before next week. 

The Law Committee brought out a 
number of amendments and constitu- 
tions, by-laws, resolutions, etc.. which 
were discussed, but none of them re- 
ceived the necessary vote in the assem- 
blage. A resolution was adopted in- 
structing the secretary to telegraph 
fraternal greetings to the session of the 
Supreme Council of the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance in progress at Indianapolis. 

The delegates tonight were enter- 
tained by the local brewers’ assembly. 

General Worthy Foreman Bishop of 
Boston, in his report, which contains 
strong recommendations as to strikes, 
says the competition from oriental na- 
tions promises very quickly to assume 
alarming proportions. The report 6e- 
verely criticises the W.C.T.U, Salvation 
Army and others for bringing Armeni- 
ans here to compete with American 
workmen, but at the same time, how- 
ever, expresses great sympathy for 
the Armenians. 

The question of government owner- 
ship of railroads and telegraphs and 
telephone is here taken up and strongly 
urged. Continuing, the dis- 
cusses strikes and sympathetic strikes 
and protests against them. It dwells 
at length upon the pending effort to 
organize the international ‘longshore- 
men and urges that the “folly of the 
whole proceeding be clearly exposed.” 

In conclusion Bishop says: “The close 
of this general assembly will com- 
plete my eleventh consecutive year of 
duty as an officer of the Knights of La- 
bor, and as my ambition does not run 
in the direction of further honors, I 
. feel at liberty to speak more freely 
upon matters affecting the organization 
than would otherwise be the case.” 


HAMMERING AWAY. 


Bismarck Continues His Indirect At- 
tacks on the Government. 


BERLIN, Nov. 12. — (By Atlantic 
Cable.) The Hamburger Nachrichten 
} published today another article inspired 
from Friedrichsruhe, in which the pro- 
‘posed debate in the Reichstag of the 
Russo-German treaty of 1884-85 is dep- 
recated. The article, however, says: 
“Tt would be of special interest to learn 
why Caprivi in 1890 felt compelled to 
cut the wires which still held united 
Germany to Russia.” 

Continuing, the Nachrichten says: 
“The question now arises whether a 
powerful neighbor like Russia is in 
closer touch with the United States or 
with our opponents in Europe. This 
is a question of importance 
to all] Germany, is also the question 
whether British policy is striving to 
exercise an influence over our policy, 
the result of which would not be al- 
together to the ddvantage of Germany. 
We think that the explanations would 
exercise a tranquilizing influence upon 
the public and strengthen the attach- 
ment of the Germans to their institu- 
tions.” 

WHY BISMARCK FELL. 

PARIS, Nov. 12.—The Figaro today 
published a letter from the Berlin 
court to the effect that Prince Bis- 
marck’s disgrace is due to the ex-Em- 
press Frederick, who, acting upon 
revelations communicated to her by the 
Princess of Wales. convinced the Em- 
peror of Prince Bismarck’s fatal policy 
in relation to Bulgaria and of the part 
he played toward the Nihilists, culmi- 
nating in the Russo-German rupture. 
The letter adds that. Prince Bismarck 
swore vengeance, and hence the dis- 
closure in regard to the secret’ Russo- 
German treaty.

Over One Hundred Million Dollars 
Against the Northern Pacific. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS IRB.) 
MILWAUKEE (Wis.,) Nov. 12.—The 
last claim against the old Northern 
Pacific Company has been filed with 


Master A. L. Carey and the filing of 


objections will at once begin and con- 
tinue until the first Monday in Jan- 
uary:- 

Carey said today that the totai 
amount of claims against the corpo- 
ration is over $100,000,000. The principal 
claim is by the Northern Pacific €om- 


pany, the reorganized body which owns. 


all the bonds. This claim is for $97,- 
740,650.30, which amount is due on a 
mortgage under which bonds and 
stocks are’ issued. The company in 
claiming this amount has not allowed 
anything for the procedure of the sales 
of the property, for the receiverships 
and all the expense that has been con- 
nected with them. 

Another large claim is that of the 
Seattle, Lake Shore and Eastern Road, 
one of the leased lines. Then comes 
the claims of about one hundred at- 
torneys, agents and commission men 
of firms who gold supplies to the com- 
pany and others. The proceeds of the 
sale of the property last summer ag- 
gregated $19,000,000 in round figures. To 
these assets are added about three mil- 
lion acres of land not covered by mort- 
gages. These lands are in Minnesota 
and North Dakota.

HE following line of desoent of Maj. 

William MoKinley is prepared and 
vouched for by Edward A. Claypool, a 
Chicago genealogist: 

(1.) Duncan Macduff (born about A. 
D. 1000,) maormor (Gaelic, maor, stew- 
ard; mor, great,) or great steward of 
Fife, the celebrated thane of Shakes- 
peare, was greatest and chief of those 
who labored to restore Malcolm Cean- 
mor, or King Malcolm III, to his throne, 
which had been usurped by Macbeth. 

Holinshed, a Scottish-chronicle of the 
sixteenth century, says: ‘Makduffe, 
to avoid peril of life, purposed with 
himself to passe into England, to pro- 
cure Malcolme Cammore to claime the 
crowne of Scotland.” “Immediately 
then Makbeth most cruelle caused the 
wife and children of Makduffe, with 
all others whom he found in the cas- 
tell, to be, slaine.’’ 

Macduff slew Macbeth at Lumphan- 
an in Aberdeenshire, Scotland, Decem- 
ber 5, 1056, and in reward for his val- 
uable services King Malcolm III be- 
stowed on him the following extraor- 
dinary privileges: First, that he and 
his successors, Lords of Fife, should 
have the right of placing the kings of 
Scotland on the throne at their corona- 
tion. Second, they should lead the van 
of the Scottish armies whenever the 
royal banner was displayed. Third, 
that if he or any of his kindred com- 
mitted slaughter of a suddenty they 

should have a peculiar sanctuary, 
girth, or asylum, and obtain remission 
On payment of atonement in money. 
He was also rewarded by having his 
county of Fife confirmed on him, and: 
was created earl in 1061. 


Macduff; a chieftan of great power 


A. D. 834, and who afforded to Kenneth : 
II, second king of Scotland, strong aid 
against his enemies, the Picts, In re- 
ward for these services Macduff re- 
ceived from the monarch a very large 
tract of land, which he called Fife 
(now Fifeshire,) and over which he was 
appointed hereditary thane. 

the son of Duncan 
styled second Earl of Fife, 
was Witness to many charters of King 
Alexander I, and was an assenter to a 
charter of that king confirming the 
rights of the Trinity Church of Scone, 
His son, 

(3.) Constantin Macduff, styled third 
Earl of Fife, and who is supposed to 
have been the first who adopted the 
title, is witness to a charter of the 
monastery of Dunfermline, He is also 
spoken of as a great judge of Scotland, 
He is said to have died in 1129, about 
five years after the accession of David 
I to the throne. His eldest son, 

(4.) Gillimichalel Macduff, fourth Earl 
of Fife, is witness to the foundation, 
charter of the Abbey of Holyroodhouse > 
in 1128, and to several other charters 
of King David. He died in 1139, leav- 
ing two>sons, viz.; Duncan, fifth Earl, 
and Hugo, ‘ancestor of the Earl of 
Wemyss. 

(5.) Duncan Macduff, fifth Earl of 
Fife, is witness to several charters of 
King David I and of Malcolm IV, and 
was a liberal f the church, 

In 1138 he is conjectured to be one of 
the five hostages delivered by David I 
to Stephen, King of England, that the 
terms of the truce coficluded after the 
“battle of the Standard’ would be pre- 
served by the Scots. He was appointed 
regent of Scotland.in the minority of 
Malcolm IV, and under his guardian- 
ship of young Malcolm, then in his 
eleventh year, made a tour of Scotland, 
and in every district was proclaimed 
and received as heir to the crown. 
David I died in 1153 and Earl Duncan 
performed the ceremony of placing the 
youthful Malcolm on the inaugural 
chair, or sacred stone of Scone, at his 
coronation. Duncan’s second son, 

(6.) Shaw (Gaelic, Seach) MacDuff, at 
his father’s death, in 1154, became the 
fifth Earl of Fife. Shaw having accom- 
panied his father and the Prince in 
their tour of Scotland, became a great 
favorite of Malcolm IV. In 1154 he is 
said to have had command of the army 
of Malcolm, and for his assistance in 
quelling an insurrection among the in- 
habitants of Moray, in 1161, the King 
made him Governor of the Inverness 
and presented him with the lands of 
Petty and Breachly, and the forest of 
Strathearn. 

From the high position of his father 
he was styled by the Gaelic-speaking 
population Macan Toi-sich (son of the 
chief, or foremost,) which became the . 
surname of his family. His son, 

(7.) Duncan Mac Intosh, became Gov- 
ernor of the Castle of Inverness, and 
was slain in 1197 at the battle of Tor- 
vain, when Torphin, son of Harold, the 
powerful Earl of Orkney and Caith- 
ness, made a raid into Inverness. His 
eight sons and nine grandsons contin- 


defended on numerous occasions from 
the marauding bands of the west. Some 
of them added considerably to the pos- 
sessions of the family, which soon took 
firm root in the north.

(10.) Angus Mac Intosh, sixth chief 
of the Clan Mac Intosh. The war cry 
of the clan is “Loch na Macidh!” 
(Loch Moy, the lake of threatening, a 
small lake near the seat of the chief 
in Invernessshire.) 

(11.) Angus Mac Intosh, sixth chief of 
the clan Mac Intosh, married, fn 1291-2. 
Eva, the daughter and heiress of Gill- 
patrick, the son of Dugall Dall, who 
was son of Gilli-Chattan, and by her, 
acquired the lands and station of leader 
of Clan Chattan, one of the most 
powerful of the Highland clans. The 
badge of Clan Chattan was Lus na’n 
Craim-sheag na Bra-ol-laig (the red 
whortleberry.) 


Angus was a chief of great activity 
and 4 stanch supporter of King Robert 
Prucp, with whom he took part in the 
fam: battle of Bannockburn, in 1314.

True, Los Angeles is not strictly 
a mining county, but this city is des- 
tined to be the entrepot for a very 
large section of gold and silver mining 
territory, the trade of which will come 
almost entirely to this cify. Already 
the people of Lancaster, in the north- 
ern part of this county, are moving in 
the matter of a wagon road to the new 
mining town of Randsburg, which bids 
fair to become another Grass Valley or 
Sutter Creek. 

Most of the groceries, meats, boots 
and shoes, clothing and other supplies 


They may be purchased 
in San Bernardino, Riverside, Banning 
or any one of a dozen other towns 
more adjacent to those new diggings, 
but all those towns make the bulk of 
their wholesale purchases here, so that 
we are as much interested in the 


nia as any other place on the Coast, 
if not more so. 

There is nothing like a home market 

for what our farms produce. The new 
mining districts opened to the east- 
ward of us will not be able to produce 
any of the necessaries of life for years 
to come, if at all. To us they look not 
only for staple products, but for the 
butter, cheese, eggs, chickens and other 
farm products that must be sold near 
home because they will not bear long 
transportation nor heavy freight 
charges. The mine must be near the 
farm. 
Just what will be the eventual out- 
come in that miners’ convention in the 
metropolis, it is hard to say just now. 
From a hasty glance at the proceed- 
ings reported in the San Francisco 
dailies, it looks more like a move made 
in the interest of “‘slickens” than any- 
thing else. At the same time, it is the 
gold of California that makes her the 
Empire State of the Pacific Coast. 

So we regret Los Angeles was not 
represented in that convention. She is 
not properly a mining city, nor is 
Spokane. Yet the latter place owes all

As regards the “campaign of educa- 
tion,” by all means let it proceed, if 
Bryan, Jones et al. have not “got 
enough.” The overwhelming majority 
for McKinley was due in no small de- 
grée to Mr. Bryan’s assiduous efforts 
to “educate the masses” down to his 
peculiar ideas of repudiation, free 
trade and free riot. If the national 
campaign could have continued three 
months longer Mr. Bryan would have 
been beaten by 3,000,000 votes instead 
of by about 1,500,000. The most effect- 
ive speeches made in aid of the Re- 
publican cause were those made by W. 
J. Bryan. Republicans could ask noth- 
ing better than to have him continue 
touring the country and making 
speeches on the same lines as those 
followed in his car-platform harangues 
of the ante-election period. If funds 
are needed to keep Mr. Bryan’s mouth 
going Repuhlicans could make no bet- 
ter investment, in a political sense, | 
than to contribute money for that pur- 
pose. 

Had an election been held soon after 
the Chicago convention, several of the 
States which gave their electoral votes 
to McKinley would doubtless have 
been swept into the Bryan column by 
the free-coinage craze and he might 
have been elected. The time that 
elapsed between Bryan’s nomination 
and the election enabled the American 
people to study the Chicago platform 
and its candidates with some thorough- 
ness. The study they gave to the is- 
sues presented served to swell the 
vote for McKinley. Bryan was strong- 
est immediately after his nomination. 
From that day forward he grew stead- 
ily weaker, as his hypocrisy and dema- 
gogy were revealed, and as the sophis- 
try and falseness of his theories and 
those of his congeners became more 
and more apparent. 

It is idle for Bryan and his apolo- 
gists to say that the campaign was too 
short for them to “‘educate the masses” 
in their peculiar faith. The agitation 
for free and unlimited silver coinage 
has been prosecuted for years by its 
advocates, and the champions of that 
chimerical scheme presented nothing 
new in the campaign which has re- 
sulted in their complete repudiation by 
the people. They were threshing over 
old straw from the beginning to ‘the 
end of the campaign. But the oppo- 
nents of free coinage, on the other 
hand, had never before been brought 
face to face with the issue of repudia- 
tion in that form. They had never be- 
fore been called upon to combat the 
free-coinage proposition in serious 
earnest, and were therefore forced to 
conduct the fight on a battlefield 
which was comparatively new to them 
when the conflict began. The credit 
for their magnificent victory is even 
greater than appears upon the surface. 

If the Bryan-Jones aggregation car- 
ries out its announced purpose to enter 
at once upon the national campaign of 
1900, the friends of sound money will 
do well to pursue a similar course. 
What the country most needs at the 
present time is rest and freedom from 
agitations and compaigns of false edu- 
cation. But if the free-silver agitators 
will not permit this, they must be 
again met at every step by the invinci- 
ble logic of facts and the impregnable 
armor of truth.

OUR NEW NAVY. | 


The election’ of’ McKinley means 
plenty of work for American workmen 
in more senses than one. Apart from 
the resuscitation of manufactures from 
Maine to Oregon it is quite evident 
that the rehabilitation of the Ameri- 
can navy, so well begun in Mr. Har- 
rison’s administration, will receive new 
life under the pledges assumed by Mc- 
Kinley in his acceptance of the nom- 
ination at St. Louis. 
While the navy is comparatively 
weak in the matter of battleships, yet 
it must be recollected that Senator 
Gorman of Maryland was quite an ob- 
structionist in this matter and mate- 
rially interfered with the plans of 
Secretary Herbert, who, if let alone, 
would probably have caused Mr. Cleve- 
land’s administration to surpass that 
of Mr. Harrison in the amount of naval 
tonnage constructed. But for his ac- 
tion there would probably have been 
at least four more battleships built 
during the Presidential term ending in 
Of the cruisers built up to date there 
are none of which the nation has any 
cause to be ashamed; and this is espe- 
cially true of the Charleston, San Fran- 
cisco and Olympia, the latter ship be- 
ing a beauty in every particular. It 
was largely owing to her presence in 
Japanese waters that the Union Iron 
Works of San Francisco, which built 
this superb fighting vessel, have se- 
cured ‘the building of a ship exactly 
like her, which means the distribution 
of nearly $2,000,000 among the iron- 
workers of San Francisco during the 
next fifteen months. And this money, 
coming just at a time when it is most 
needed, will be a great blessing to the 
mechanics of that city. | 

The rumored selection of Congress- 
man Boutelle of Maine as Secretary of 
the Navy in Mr. McKinley’s Cabinet 
may be-and probably is merely one of 
those cases where “the wish is father 
to the thought.” We do not believe 
any selection for the Cabinet has been 
made; and even had the President-elect 
so determined, the announcement 
would be premature. But we are con- 
fident that a competent man will be 
selected for this important position; 
and should the choice fall on Mr. Bou- 
telle, most people would feel glad of it 
on account of his experience as a naval 
officer during the war. He certainly 
would bring a greater amount of nauti- 
cal experience to aid him in his official 
duties than any man who has filled 
the place in the past sixty years. But 
all this talk is ahead of time and has 
no present significance.

THD VERDICT OF THE PEOPLE 
SHOULD BE RESPECTED. 


By an overwhelming majority the 
voters of the United States have de- 
cided against the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1. 
It is the duty of every true American 
to respect that verdict and to abide by 
ity at least until the popular voice is 
again heard on this issue. | ; 

President McKinley, when he takes 
the executive chair, will have behind 
him a strong working majority of Re- 
publicans in the House of Representa- 
tives, and a Senate almost equally 
divided as between the opponents and 
the advocates of free silver coinage. 
“There are several Senators who were 
elected ag Republicans, but who have 
seen fit to act in opposition to Repub- 
lican measures because the majority of 
the Republican Senators are opposed 
to the scheme of free silver coinage. 
At the last session of Congress these 
quasi-Republican Senators, by concert 
of action, prevented the passage of two 
important measures which had passed 
the House. One of these measures pro- 
vided a plan which would have pro- 
tected the treasury against the drain 
upon its gold, which had proved so 
disastrous. The other was an emer- 
gency tariff bill, designed to increase 
the revenues of the government by the 
amount necessary to cover all legiti- 
Mate expenses. The passage of these 
two bills, had they received ‘the execu- 
tive approval, would have obviated the 
necessity for further issues of bonds 
and would have placed the affairs of 
the government at once upon a safe 
basis. But the so-called “silver Sena- 
tors” refused to allow either of these 
measures to pass, unless one of them 
was saddled with a “rider” providing 
for the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver. So both measures failed, and 
the people were saddled with many 


millions of dollars of additional and 


unnecessary public debt. 

Now that the people of the United 
States have rendered a decisive verdict 
adverse to the scheme of free and un- 
restricted silver coinage, they are en- 
titled to have that verdict respected by 
our national law-makers. If the “sil- 
ver Senators,” at the coming session of 
Congress, again resort to obstructionist 
tactics, they will be guilty of acting 
in direct contravention of the most. re- 
cently expressed will of the people. 
It is their duty to acquiesce in the ver- 
dict of November 3, instead of oppos- 
ing it. They have no equitable right 
to block the passage of remedial and 
needed legislation in order to force 
their extreme and discredited views 
upon the people. By so doing they 
would retard rather than advance the 


| cause of free-silver coinage, which they 


profess to have so much at heart. 

Some of the silver Senators have in- 
directly signified their intention to 
abandon the role of. dog-in-the-manger. 
It is quite possible that some of the 
sound-money Democrats will be found 
supporting President McKinley’s ad- 
ministration in all reasonable measures 
designed to ameliorate the financial 
situation, and that thus, through the 
harmonious action of patriotic Sena- 
tors, irrespective of party, a happy so- 
lution of the vexing problems which 
the past four years have presented 
may be reached. Such a consummation 
is devoutly to be wished. 


The Chicago Tribune prints a list of 
275 mills and factories which have re- 
sumed operations since the election of 
McKinley, giving employment to 155,- 
495 men. This record is a good one for 
the first week after election, but: it 
does not by any means include all the 
men who have been put to work, or 
who will soon be put to work, as a re- 
sult of the Republican victory. The 
restoration of confidence has unlocked 
many millions of dollars of idle money 
outside of mills and factories. This 
money will seek investment and will 
be invested largely in enterprises which 
must necessarily employ labor. All 
branches of industry will speedily feel 
the impetus of this revived enterprise. 
The condition of laboring men will 
steadily improve and they will thereby 
be enabled to purchase more liberally 
of the necessaries and comforts of life. 
This will react upon industry to its 
benefit. The net result will be that 
wages will be better and employment 
more general. Before the end of the 
first half of President McKinley’s ad- 
ministration an object-lesson will have 
been afforded which the Amercian peo- 
pfe cannot well forget if they would, 
and would not forget if they could.

M. Berthelot has not found 
in the earth the alcohol which the 
chemist, Muntz, announced was pres- 
ent, and which in any case appears 
to be only an exceptional product of 
the spontaneous fermentation of vege- 
table debris. ‘The new odorous sub- 
stance also has the property of pro- 
ducing iodoform, the same as alcohol; 
and the trillionth part of a milligramme 
has a sensible odor. 


Why the Jérsey Cow is.Popular. 


The following is from an essay read 
several years ago as a prize essay be- 
fore the American Jersey Cattle Club 
by H. C. Beckman, Jr.: 

A-cfew reasons why the Jersey must 
become popular, and is destined to be- 
come \the dairy cow of the futur>. 

(i.) Being smaller, they consume a 
third less food at least, and @ saving 
in food is a saving of dollars. 

(2.) The cream of the Jersey is not 
oniy the richest, but produces the 
finest natural-colored butter, not only 
in smummer when in pasture, but In 
' the barn in winter on dry feed; and so 
marked is this trait that a Jersey 
cow’s milk, if mixed with the milk 
of two or three other cows, imparts a 
delicate change of color and flavor, and 
thus enhances the value of the entire 
product of the dairy. 

(3.) Jersey butter is ‘very easily 
churned, even in midwinter, and always 
commands a ready sale and the high- 
est price at all seasons of the year. 

How can farming be made to pay? 
is still an open question, and to mary 
thousands of farmers it will continue 
to be “the unknown quantity in an in- 
tricate problem” until some means is 
devised by which the -vinter season 
can be.made sufficiently protitable to 
meet at least the household expenses 
of the farm, instead of consuming in 
winter what is made in summer, as is 
too often the case at present. 

In the humble opinion of the writer, 
the most feasible solution of this prob- 
lem*.will be. found in winter butter- 


making, so that dairying shall become 
one industry throughout 
the year, and a sure and certain 
source of profit to every farmer who 
will keep the pace with his neighbor. 
The export of butter will then become 
one of the leading exports of this vast 
country. 
This will take time, care and study, 
if our export of butter is to reach the 
high state of perfection already at- 
tained by our cheese; and before this 
result is accomplished we shall hear 
less about the cost of raising a bushel 
of wheat or growing a. bushel of pota- 
toes, and much more about the cost of 
producing a quart of rich, yellow 
cream, capable of being converted into — 
the finest quality of butter. Then will 
one ofthe most potent factors in con- 
tributing to the wealth of this coun 
try be found in the Jersey cow.

To Mate Different Breeds. Brahmas 
—One male with seven females. A 
cockerel with 2-year-old hens if pos- 
sible. 

Plymouth Rocks—One male; nine fe- 
males. A young bird with 2-year-old 
hens preferred. . 

White Leghorn—One cockerel with 
eleven 2 or 3-year-old hens. 

Houdans—One male; nine or eleven 
females. 

Black Minorcas—Same as Leghorns. 

Langshans—Same as Brahmas 

Mixed Fowls—One male with 
eleven females. 

Wyandottes—One male with’ nine or 
eleven females, 

The above embraces the best known 
breeds. Where only one sort is kept 
and the fowls have unlimited run, a 
greater number of females may be al- 
lowed. Eggs are fertile after the fowls 
have been mated about ten days. 

Treatment of Laying Stock. Keep 
hens warm and free from draughts. 

Take chill off of water and warm 
grain in cold weather, | 

Keep hens active by throwing grain 
among straw on floor. 

Give meat in regular supply, warm 
mess in morning and regular supply of 
grit, gravel, etc. 

Send layers to roost with their crops 
full to carry them over night. 

Do not give layers soft food enough 
to gorge or make them lazy.

THE TORRENS LAW UNCONSTI- 
TUTIONAL. 
- Real estate dealers in Los Angeles 
were much interested in the Associated 
Press dispatch from Chicago, published 
in The Times of Tuesday last, an- 
nouncing that. the Supreme Court of 
Illinois had declared .the Torrens real 
estate transfer law unconstitutional. 
The law made the County Recorder the 
registrar of titles, and by this made 
him the judge of the validity Of titles. 
This vesting of judicial power in the 
County Recorder is the point where 
the law and the constitution clash. 
‘Jt appears that R. N. Bulla, who 
introduced a Torrens bill in the last 
Legislature, was afraid at the time 
that just such a difficulty as this would 
arise, and accordingly introduced a 
¢lause in his bill which provided that 
the property-owner should petition the 
Superior Court to have the registrar 
take action on-the title, in this way 
getting around the difficulty which has 
knocked out the law in Illinois. It is, 
however, doubtful whether this device 
would be practicable. It would, at 
least, be a very clumsy one, as ap- 
parently a petition would have to be 
filed with the Superior Court every: 
time there was a change in the owner- 
ship of the land. 
- Ag The Times has frequently stated, 
something in the nature of the Torrens 
jaw is badly needed, and it is to be 
hopéd that means may be found to 
} provide a law that will stand the test 
of examination as to its constitution- 
ality. It: can scarcely be held that 
the State itself has not the power to 
pass upon titles, and one way might 
be to create a special court for this 
purpose. The ecision of the court 
will doubtless cfeate much disappoint- 
ment in Illinois, where it is reported 
that there had been 141 applications 
for certificates: since the law went into 
effect, and 121 certificates bad been 
registered. It Is said that these fig- 
ures would have been. at least twenty 
times as high, had it not been for the

PROMOTERS AND PROFITS. — 
A few weeks ago the National Real 
Estate Guide called attention to a case 
in the Milwaukee courts where suit was 
brought against areal estate firm 
which, acting as promoters of a land 
company, had sold land to the company 
at a profit to the firm. One of the pur- 
chasers of the land company sued for 
the recovery of the-purchase price and 
obtained it, on the ground. that the 
company had bought: the property of 
the promoters at a profit to the latter. 
Now a simitar case is reported from 
that. city with the exception thata third 
party was brought.into the transaction 
for the purpose of getting around the 
legal -point @ promoter may not 
sell‘land to a company that he is or- 
ganizing at a:profit to: himself. 
_The case, as.reported In the National 
Real Estate Guide, is as follows: 
_“The.case is that of the Ideal. Park 
Company against’ Treaumer & Grant, 
which‘has been decided in favor of the 
company. ‘It appears that in January, 
1893, George P, ‘Treaumer and.his asso- 
ciates, promoters of the Ideal Park 
pany, purchased’a tract of land in 

the town. of. Lake for $20,500. They paid 
$5000 on the purchase.and conveyed the 
property to Mrs. Mary A. Grant, who 
executed a mortgage. for $15,500 for the 

. “Shortly afterward Mrs. Grant con- 
veyed an. undivided one-half interest to 
Serena Treaumer, wife of .George P. 
Treaumer,. Then the company was or- 
ganized, the purchase price of the land 
being represented to. the members as 
$31,000; it is alleged. Assessments were 
levied and $16,150 raised, which was 
turned over’'to Mr. Treaumer, and 
which he is charged with representing 
was ‘paid on account: The company 
also assumed the mortgage for $15,500. 

- “In October, 1894, the company voted 
to rescind’ the. purchase,.and made a 
demand for the money paid, which was 
refused. Suit was brought to recover 
the.amount paid. The jury awarded the 
company $14,900.. with interest at 6 per 
cent., which makes the total’ amount of 
the award $16;663.57.” 

‘ This action of the court, coupled with 
the case previously mentioned, it -is 
said, has.made promoters of. land deals 
in that city and vicinity feel rather 
blue and. -when the: facts become gen- 
erally known -it is probable tnat others 
who have’ been concerned as promoters 
in such transactions will be a@ little un- 
easy. Wisconsin is not. the only State 
in which similar decisions. have been

ALONG THE COAST. 
One of the sections of the State upon 
which speculators and investors are be- 


ginning to fix their eyes it that which} $2 


extends along.the coast north of Los 
Angeles, through: the counties of Ven- 
tura, Santa Barbara and San Luis 
Obispo. It is evdent that the completion 
of the Southern Pacific Company’s new: 
ooast line, which cannot be much 
longer delayed, will bring’ into the 
market a large amount of good land 
up that way that has h3therto been 
considered “‘out of the world,” and has 
consequently been’ more or. less neg- 
lected. In all of these counties there 
are a number of large Spanish grants, 
which have not yet been subdivided, 
and can be purchased at prices that 
compare very favorably with the rates 
generally asked for land in this sec- 
tion. Some ‘of this land in Ventura and 


Santa Barbara counties !s adapted to, 


the growth of citrus fruits, but most 
of it is not, claimed to be suitable for 
that purpose. It is, however, as a 
rule,. well fitted for the raising of such 
fruits as apricots,. prunes, peaches, ap- 
ples and pears, and in some cases al- 
monds and walnuts. Then, near the 
coast, especially in San Luis Obispo 
county, there are arge tracts of land 
which are naturally moist, affording ex- 
cellent locations for dairies. 

Now that the election is over, and 
capital is beginning to seek an outlet, 
there is every probability that a consid- 
erable amount of money will find its 
way in this direction., Already there is 
talk of several large colonies in San 
Luis Obispo county, and more will soon 
follow. 

EUCALYPTUS PAVEMENTS. 

The question of an economical and 
desirable» pavement for streets is one 
that is of-much interest to ‘the property 
owner. Recently reports have been pub- 
lished in the papers regarding the use 
of eucalyptus blocks for street paving, 
the idea coming from Australia, where 
such pavements are common. . The 
Merchants’ Association of San Fran- 
cisco has been taking up this ques- 
tion and at a recent meeting Ernest 
McCullough, engineer of the associa- 
tion, presented the following report on 
the use of blue-gum blocks for street 
pavement: 

“Regarding the use of eucalyptus as 
a paving material, I fave to report 
that the pamnhlet prepared by Consul 
Bell of Sydney seems canclusive, and 
other documents received show that his 
claims are well borne out, as the ma- 
etrial has. given excellent satisfaction 
in Australia. It has not been tried here, 
but after considerable correspondence 
and examination I believe we have 
enough material here to use experi- 
mentally and ample to supply the de- 
mand for some time to come. 

“Our blue gum and red gum are, I 
believe the same varieties of eucalyp- 
tus known under similar names in Aus- 
tralia, and of *hose two varieties Cal- 
ifornia has .considerable forest area. 
The samples of wood furnished to this 
association bv Messrs. Hill and Scott 
from streets in Sydney are of the euca 
lyptus pilularis. But as Consul Bell 
stated in his mphlet, several] varie- 
ties of eucalyptus are.used in Australia 
and the comparative merits are still a 
matter of controversy, local favoritism 
making claims for each variety. 

“JT Have been surprised to find the 
literature of eucalypti so extensive, 
and that fren Australia is most reli- 
able. Nearly all tse matter published 
in California is newspaper and maga- 
zine work, which is not always exact 
and often contradictory. — 

“T have endeavored to find out what 
the cost will be of eucalypti pavements 
and have been unable to get any lower 
figures than 25 cents per square foot for 
the material taid on the'street in blocks 
from six to eight inches long, three or 
four inches: thick and six inches deep. 
To this must be added the cost of 
foundation and laying, which will make 
the pavement cost double what our or- 
dinary. pavements cost. The question of 
‘cost will settle the matter unless some 
experience In furnishing the material 
will result in lowering the price. Con- 
sul Bell believes it. possible to ship the 
wood from Australia and lay it in.the 
streets here for a price which will not 
exceed that of asphalt pavements. If 


this can really be done our local mill- 


‘men should be able to furnish the wood 
at lower rates than 25 cents per square 
oat. 


“Mr. Gillespie of San José has. given 
the eucalyptus a better and more iior- 
ough trial than any ome else I have 
talked. with. He is auvite enthusiastic 


over it, and h‘s exper ence demonstfrat’s 
that the wood is capable of a great use 
if only our people can be Drousht to) 


believe it to be. of any better use than 
the manufacture of flea powder and 

catarnh cu 
making it is to second-growt | cousin, 
hickory and ash, which have hereto- | 
fore been considered the best material 
for wagons. It is good for all work 
which requires a tough, lasting wood, 
and ts one of the best woods for piling, 
as the taredo does not attack it readily. 
The tree is fit to use for paving after 
about seven or eight years’ growth.” 


He says that for wagon- 


One of the advantages of the intro- 


duction of this system would be that it 
would furnish a profitable market for 


the many groves of blue-gum trees in 
this section. In consequence of the 


general adoption of oil and gas as fuel, 


it is at present difficult to find a re- 


munerative market -for the wood. 


Hitherto the trees have not been al- 
lowed to grow. sufficiently large for 
use as paving blocks, but this could 
easily be done by cutting out alternate 
trees, thus giving the others a chance 
to grow larger. 

A BUILDING ASSOCIATION DE- 

CISION. - 

The Supreme Court of Indiana held, 
in the recent case of the Maine Guar- 
antee Company vs. Cox et al., that a 
finding that a foreign building and loan 
association had-at the time of the trial 
no organization ‘“‘of any kind or char- 
acter in the State of Indiana as a 
building and loan association, or to do 
or transact business of any kind,” jus- 
tified a judgment awarding it only the 
principal of a loan it had made in the 
State, with simple interest, and refus- 
ing it the dues, premiums and fines 
which its contracts called for in ad- 
dition to such principal and interest, 
and that the finding that it was not 
authorized “‘to do or transact business 
of any kind’ necessarily implied that 
the contract was made when it was 
not authorized to loan money as a 
building association.

South Pasadena Talks of Disincorpo- 
ration, but is Frightened by the 
Saloon Bogie Man—Photograph 
Swindler Working the Town. 


PASADENA, Nov. 12.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.).A decision was rendered 
in Judge Smith's court which will have 
an important bearing upon _ several 
cases now pending in the Superior 
Court, should the decision of the lower 
court be affirmed. This was the order 
of Judge B. N. Smith for the release 
of Harry Jackson and James McGinty, 
who have been confined in the City jail, 
the former on a sentence of 200 days, 
and the latter for 120 days, in pay- 
ment of a fine assessed against them 
for the illegal sale of liquor. Three 
cases have been appealed to the Su- 
perior Court, and unless the Council 
should so amend the present ordinance 
that the maximum term shall be six 
months, to correspond with the maxi- 
mum fine of $300, it is probable that 
the persons accused, if convicted, 
would prefer to spend ninety days in 
jail, rather than pay their fines.. The 
ordinance specifies ninety days as 
the time that shall be spent in jail, 
but as there is a provision of the code 
that permits the detention of such of- 
fenders in jail in default of payment 
of the fine, $1 for every day, Judge 
Van Dyke denied the habeas corpus 
proceedings when they were before 
him. It is claimed that the code has 
since been amended, so that the fine 
is made payable by time in jail at $2 
a day, instead of $1, but as the bianks 
are printed “one day in jail for each 
and every $1 of fine,’’ and as the jus- 
tices all through the eounty have al- 
Ways construed their power to pro- 
nounce sentence in that form, this de- 
cision of Judge Smith’s does not affect 
Pasadena alone. It was hoped by the 
city officials here that the case which 
has been just decided by Judge Smith 
would have been brought before the 
Supreme Court, during its recent ses- 
sion, that there might have been defi- 
nite authority upon the subject, but 
since the city has no power of appeal 
in such cases, the two prisoners were 
released. It is claimed that the $2 a 
day provision only applies to the Su- 
perior Court, and not to justice courts, 
and as it is so held here by the City 
Recorder, he will continue to pass sen- 
tence according to the rule which has 
always obtained in such cases. 
DISINCORPORATION IN SOUTH 

PASADENA. 

There was a largely-attended meet- 
ing at Graham’s Hall, South Pasa- 
dena, Thursday evening for the 
purpose of discussing — the sub- 
ject of the disincorporation of the 


and after the meeting was called to 
order, O. R. Dougherty made a speech 
advocating the present form of govern- 
ment, and the burden of his discourse 
was that since non-residents paid a 
large part of the taxes, the residents 
could afford to pay the rest. Mr. Mer- 
win spoke for the library, which he 
said would be annihilated under the 
proposition to disincorporate. Mr. 
Buncker declared that disincorpora- 
tion meant the coming of a saloon to 
South Pasadena, and depicted in 
touching language the ravages of the 
monster of intemperance. When he 
had concluded, it was announced that 
those favoring disincorporation would 
be given their innings, and notwith- 
standing that that patient audience 
had already listened for an hour and 
a half, they were content to learn-the 
other side. It was developed by the 
addresses of Mr. Lindley, Mr. Ivers 
and Mr. Stokes, that the sentiment 
was about evenly divided for and 
against the proposition. Those gen- 
tlemen stated that they and many 
others failed to see how they were 
benefited by the large taxes they are 
obliged to pay, and said that the sa- 
loon bogie could be disposed of at 
once, for unless a majority of the voters 
signed a petition to have a saloon in 
South Pasadena, the protest of a single 
property-owner was sufficient, under 
the present law, to cause the Super- 
visors to deny any one applying for a 
saloon license there. It was also 
stated that the Supervisors were able 
to care for the streets as well or even 
better than at the present time the 
city government cares for them, and 
it was said to be unreasonable to ask 
people to support a cumbrous form of 
city government for nothing. South 
Pasadena has a City Marshal, who is 
Tax Collector, street department and 
street-cleaning force combined, and he 
is naturally anxious to hold his job, 
so anxious in fact that he is making 
a presonal canvass to that end. There 
are also five Councilmen, one of whom 
js Mayor. The city has spent a large 
sum in fighting the Terminal road 
since it was incorporated, but there 
is bitter complaint of its failure to 
properly care for its streets, and a 
large number of people feel like dis- 
incorporating and allowing.the Super- 
visors to assume charge of the roads 
and other matters that have here- 
tofore been under the care of the 
Council. Friday has been set as elec- 
tion day. 
A SMOOTH SWINDLER. 

A smooth-faced, glib-tongued young 
man, described as short and wearing 
dark clothes, is working a bold swin- 
dle in Pasadena. He is circulating 
about among the residents, with “a 
special holiday offer,” in which he pre- 
sents a printed slip, which states that 
upon presentation of the same at No. 
19 Colorado street, at “Ford’s,” the 
holder will receive a sitting for a 
dozen cabinet photographs, but those 
not holding slips will be obliged to pay 
$3 for the pictures. The holders of the 
‘glips avill be furnished the photos for 
$1, 25 cents of which must be paid to 
the canvasser, and the remaining 75 
cents when the photographs are fin- 
ished. He has taken a large number 
of “orders” in this way, and received 
a correspondingly large number of 25- 
cent pieces. There is sucn 
place as “Ford's,” and No. 19 East 
Colorado street is the Carlton Hotel, 


and’there is no\ Ford there, neither | 


is there a Ford at No. 19 West Colo- 
rado street. The canvasser states to 
his victims that Rose, the photogra- 
-‘pher, is doing the work, but Rose 
knows nothing of it, and has placed 
detectives on the track of the swindler, 
who will certainly be rounded up, if 
he attempts to victimize any more peo- 
ple here. 
INVADED A WASH-HOUSE. 

This morning about 10 o’clock a 
Chinaman,named Yuen Woh, who con- 
ducts a wash-houvse on South Fair 
Oaks avenue, heard’ a slight noise in 
one of the sleeping-rooms of the place, 
and peering in. he found a man there. 
He gave the alarm, and his fellow 
workman came to his aid, and although

This was vehemently de- 
nied by the Chinaman, and the fellow, 
who gave his name as Charles Nathan, 
but who had a seal on’ his watch with 
the initials J. S. engraved upon it, was 
fined $20. He pawned the diamond 
ring at a jewelry store here and paid 
the fine, and an hour later came back 
from Los Angeles with the money to 
release the ring, and immediately re-' 
turned to that.city. 

WARNED AGAINST BAD MEAT. 

Dr. Rowland, health officer, was 
called on Wednesday to inspect the 
drove of hogs in North Pasadena owned 
by a colored man, and of whom com- 
plaint has been made to the Supervisors. 
The animals, eighteen in number, are 
kept in a pen 8x15, and the condition 
of the piace is most offensive. The 
animals are not only half starved, be- 
ing fed on swill gathered up at various 
places by the owner, but they are 
badly diseased, and the health officer 
condemned them, and “notified the 
owner that should he attempt to sell 
any of them, either alive or dead, he 
would at once be the subject of an in- 
formation to the District Attorney, and 
be prosecuted with all the vigor of the 
law: It is the opinion of the health 
officer that local butchers should refuse 
to purchase any meat unless they are 
sure that it is healthy, and that they 
certainly ought not to purchase any 
meat that has not the inspector’s 
stamp upon it, unless they have seen 
the animals alive, and know that it 
was in good health and kept where the 
surroundings were not such as to in- 
duce disease.

RAILROAD FROM NEWPORT BEACH 
TO WESTMINSTER. 


Right-of-way Secured—The Chamber 
of Commerce—Stephans Pays His 
Fine—Orange Will not Lessen 
Its Boundaries. 


SANTA ANA, Nov. 12. — (Regular 
Correspondence.) For the past several 
days there have been numerous rumors 
of railroad building from this city to 
Westminster and the vicinity of the 
site of the new sugar-factory house 
on the Alamitos ranch, but until today 
nothing definite in the matter was 
known. It was ascertained today that 
a right-of-way for a railroad had been 
obtained from Newport Beach to West- 
minster, and the indications were that 
the road would be constructed on to 
the sugar-factory site. If the road is 
built, and it no doubt will be, it will 
run up the beach from Newport for 
several miles and then over the mesa 
past the noted celery farms to the 
town of Westminster, and from there 
probably on to the sugar-factory site 
at some future date, if not at the pres- 
ent time. It was first rumored that the 
road would be built from Santa Ana, 
but when Mr. McFadden. the president 
of the Newpcrt road was seen this 
evening and asked concerning the road, 


he said he had nothing to say for the 
‘ublic in regard to the matter. except 
that nothing more tran the right-of-way 
had been looked after yet, and at this 
time he could not say what would be 
done. He said that he had always 
hoped to run the road west from Santa 
Ana, but it seems to be an utter im- 
possibility to get through the. town 
and the only thing left for them to do 
was to go out from:»Newport.

Enough has been guaranteed to jus- 
tify the statement that the improve- 
ment will undoubtedly be made, and 
that as much as $1000 will be expended 
on it. A committee of three, consist- 
ing of J. E. Bunker, M.. M. Crook- 
shank and E. B. Smith, was ap- 
pointed to circulate a subscription pa- 
per in Santa Ana to see how much 
money can be raised to apply to the 
fund. 

STEPHANS PAYS HIS FINE. 

Leo Stephans has given up the fight 
and has paid his fine like a little man. 
Mr. Stephans is the man who has 
given the citizens of Orange and the 
County Board of Supervisors so much 
trouble for the past year or more. 
He established what was known as 
the “cracker house’ just outside the 
corporate limits of the town of Or- 
ange on the west, where one could 
quench his thirst to his heart’s con- 
tent, all of which was contrary to 
the wishes of a large number of the 
citizens of Orange, as well as of the 
Board of Supervisors. They all dis- 
sented to the establishment of ‘the 
business, and then it was that the 
trouble began. Mr. Stephans was ar- 
rested and rearrested for violating the 
county liquor ordinance, and the case 
was carried on through the courts 
until a fine of $250 was imposed upon 
him by Superior Judge Towner. 
refused to pay the fine, and went to 
jail, but only remained ten days, when 
his release was obtained and he was 
permitted to enjoy his freedom pend- 
ing a final decision on a point that 
had been raised by his attorney. 

But the end had to come, and today 
Mrfi Stephans walked into the Sheriff’s 
office and planked down $230 to Dep- 
uty Sheriff Ulm and obtained a re- 
lease of his commitment. His original 
fine was $250, but as he had served 
ten days in jail, he was given a credit 
of $20, which reduced the fine to $230. 

This ends a long-drawn-out contest 
so far as Orange is concerned, as 
Mr. Stephans has not only paid his 
fine, but has moved his business out 
to the Alamitos country, in the vicin- 
ity of the site for the new sugar fac- 
tory.

EX-SENATOR DORSEY DEVELOPING 
IN THE DESERT. 


The Development Work in Progress 
in the Colorado and Mojave Des- 
erts Reviewed—Silver Men Will 
Attend the Ratification Meeting. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Nov. 12.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The arrival of 
ex-Senator Dorsey from: London, 
backed by capital to develop mines 
above Yuma, near the Colorado River, 
is in line with the general trend of’ 
mining affairs the desert. For some 
months events have been. shaping 
themselves for greater developments 
than have been known at any time in 
the past. The development of the 
Randsburg district. brought into exist- 
ence in the past few months, where 
already several hundred men are at 
work, and a number of mines are turn- 
ing out good rock; the steady advance 
of the Virginia Dale district, where 
mines have more than paid for their 
development during the past year; the 
discovery of hundreds of good pros- 
pects scittered over the Mojave and 
Colorad. deserts, are all to be taken 
together as an _ indication of great 
wealth to be won from forbidding local- 
ities when sufficient capital is brought 
to the support of labor. That the cap- 
ital necessary for disclosing the riches 
of the desert is beginning to come for- 
ward is evident. During recent months 
Denver parties have been making a 
careful investigation of the desert 
mines, the English owners of the Hol- 
comb Valley group of mines have 
planned for an increase of their force 
this winter, and now Senator Dorsey 
comes forward with foreign capital for 
another section. 

Never before has the desert been so 
accessible as at present. This is due 
to a number of causes. The Super 
visors of Riverside and San Bernar- 
dino counties, with commendable en- 
terprise, are continually adding to the 
roads and wells of ‘the deserts and 
erecting guide posts to aid the progress 
of development. Several new stage 
lines have been put on the great sandy 
plains, leading to what but a few 
months since were almost inaccessible 
points, water in many cases being 
piped from the mountains to the val- 
leys, a smelter is to be erected at Oro 
Grandé to handle the ore from ~the 
desert mines which has _ heretofore 
been eaten up with freight, and in a 
score of ways the influence of civiliza- 
tion is reaching out. 

Not the least point in the develop- 
ment of the desert is the preparation of 
a map by Chief Engineer Fred F. Per- 
ris of the Southern California Rail- 
way. which shows every road and trail 
across them, as well as al! wells and 
sources of water suppy. Tinis gives to 
the prospector data which heretofore 
have been inaccessible, and for. the 
want of which many a man has per- 
ished . This work, done without re- 
ward, will be of incalculable value, 

Fach step that is taken in develop- 
ment makes the next step easier. There 
are hundreds of mines located in past 
years, which, with increased facilities 
for handling the ore and decreased ex- 
pense of obtaining supplies, could be
